BROGAN ESCAPES! 


With Utg Troop*, He Fights Hii 


tV ay Through the Insurrection- 


Linen and U Funned. 


LA LIBERTAD, Nov. 12.— During the 


night Bogran and his forces withdrew 
from the capital. They fought their 
way through the lines and are being 
pursued by soldiers sent after them by 
Gen. Sanchez, who is now in complete 
possession of the capital. It is under- 
stood that Sanchez will at once declare 
a de facto government and send repre- 
sentatives to Salvador, Nioaraguay and 
possibly to Meiioo and the United States 
It is rumored there that Bogran has es- 
tablished communication with Barrillai. 


A private cipher dispatch over the 


federal lines from Guatemala brings in- 
formation that Barrillars has sent a 
thousand soldiers from the frontier to 
aid Bogran in recapturing Tegucigalpa 
and restoring order in Honduras. The 
greatest excitement prevails in Guate- 
mala and another large war is predicted. 
The peace treaty between Guatemala 
and Salvador remains unsettled busi- 
ness owing to the fact that Barrillas can 
give no satisfactory explanation as to 
what became of the Salvadorean prison- 
ers in the recent war. The Spanish and 
American minister, owing to the ques- 
tion, are not on the best terms, and re- 
lations between Salvador and Guatemala 
are strained. 


A Salvador special says several cabi- 


net meetings have been held, over 
which President Ezeta presided. The 
full facts in regard to the report thst 
Barrillas sent troops to Honduras were 
considered and the opinion prevails that 
orders would bo issued to the troops on 
the frontier by President Ezeta to march 
and intercept the Guatemalan army. 
It this idea is carried out a general Cen- 
tral American war cannot be avoided. 


A Guatemala special says it is stated 


here that General Ignacio Alatorro, the 
Mexican minister, haa presented to the 
Guatemalan government, that in the 
interest of peace and to prevent war in 
Central America, which might have dis- 
astrous results, Guatemala should main- 
tain strict neutrality in the second revo- 
lution. 


FROM MEXICO. 


Cm or MEXICO, Nov. 12.— In the 


chamber of deputies yesterday, Gona- 
zels Estera, proprietor of the National, 
in answer to a question by Deputy 
Mateos, stated that anything that ap- 
peared to be an insult to the body he 
retracted and he also withdrew any thing 
that he might have stated with refer- 
ence to Matteos as a deputy, but not as 
a private person. The chamber ad- 
journed amidst great disorder. A duel 
between Matteos and Estera is nearly 
certain. It is said Estera had his sec- 
onds present in the chamber. 


EXPORT CATTLE. 


The Law Providing for the 


tlon of Live Stock ttoes Into 


Effect. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 12.—The Sherman 


law, so called, became effective yester- 
day. It provides for an inspection of 
live export cattle. Large packers, Nel- 
son, Morris & Co., Libby, MoNeill & 
Libby. Swift & Co,, and P. D. Armour 
& Co., assert that the new law wilJ not 
effect their business, and will not cause 
a rise in the price of dressed beef. 


J. L. Quino, attorney for Armour & 


Co., said the law is not interfering with 
prices one way or the other. "It is a 
good thing I think, for cattle raisers. 
It will tend largely to overcome the 
European predjudioe against American 
cattle, as it will prevent the exportation 
of diseased stock, and in my judgment, 
will largely increase tho exports." Col. 
Charles S. Springer, who g&ve the name 
to Springer, N. M., and whose cattle 
have a range of 20,000 acres on the home 
ranobe, was seen at his hotel, 
"The 


new law," he said, "will be great bene- 
fit to the cattle growers. It will again 
open Europe to us and widlely enlarge 
the market. 
It will not effect tho price 


of cattle at the stock yards of Chicago 
or Kansas City, except as beef on hoof 
may rise by reason of the increased de- 
mand abroad. 
The law will prevent 


the sending out of diseased cattle and 
there will be no necessity for inspec- 
tion at European ports and in every 
respect will be of value."

Although there had 
been predictions of failure as soon as 
the market opened, the first hour went 
by without any, and there was general 
rejoicing. It was said that the action 
of the clearinghouse banks yesterday 
had averted a bank panic.

CONTESTS 


Do Sot Come Under the Ban of the 


tottery Jbaw. 


WASHINGTON, D. 0., Nov. 12.—Attor- 


ney General Miller has announced an 
opinion that, under the anti-lottery law, 
newspapers containing advertisements 
of guessing contests can be legally sent 
through the mails. The opinion was 
tendered upon a question submitted by 
the postmaster general as to the legality 
of allowing the Cincinnati Enquirer, 
containing such an advertisement, to be 
mailed. The attorney general believes 
that the law was aimed only at lotteries, 
and should be construed liberally. In 
conclusion he says: "It may not be im- 
proper to say that this law was framed 
with a view to the suppression of certain 
well known and widespread agencies for 
evil, and it is certainly not wiae to em- 
barrass its execution by a strained or 
unnatural construction in reaching after 
practices not thought of as a motive for 
its enactment."

THE aOOSlEK BOY OBATOB. 


Irwln Jay Stieninxer, SIX Year* Old, 


Preaches In this City. 


Indiana's wonderful 
child orator, 


Master Irwin Jay Stieninger, preached 
lest evening at the Wayne street church 
to a large audience, \\hioh he held at- 
tentive and interested listeners until the 
close of a discourse of nearly an hour's 
length. The little fellow is certainly a 
prodigy, creatiug a sensation and draw- 
ing large audiences wherever he goes. 
THE SENTINEL gave something of his 
history a few days ago. He ivaa born 
near Rochester, in this state, his lather 
being a German farmer, named J. H. 
Steininger, who now travels with him 
on his leoturiag tour. His wonderful 
talent for oratory was discovered when 
he was about five years old, when he 
was heard delivering part of Rev. Tal- 
znage's discourse, which he had listened 
to his father 
reading, 
and later 


on, repeating word for word, a ser- 
son he had listened to in the morning 
at the village church of his own home. 
His talent was cultivated and he is now 
traveling over the country creating won- 
der wherever he appears. 


The boy orator was introduced last 


evening by Bev. Eldridg*, the pastor of 
the 
Wayne 
street 
church. 
He 


is 
a 
chubby 
little 
lad, 
with 


sparkling blue eyes, ruddy cheeks 
and a bright countenance and delivers 
his sermons with the ease and oratory of 
a man who has had years of experience. 
He spoke in measured sentences, clearly 
enunciating his words, emphasizing 
where emphasis was necessary and using 
gestures with the appropriateness of an 
old-timer. His voice is good and could be 
heard distinctly in all parts of the large 
audience room. 
Ho was frequently 


greeted with applause and at ono point 
in his lecture, where he had sent home 
a comvinciug ituth, ho paused for a few 
moments. The audience supposed that 
he had forgotten his piece and just as 
they began to become impatient at the 
little fellow's evident embarrassment, the 
orator continued in a ringing and pe- 
culiar manner. "I was just waiting for 
that to soak in." Thunders of applause 
and laughter greeted this hit, and all 
through the lecture Master Irwin cap- 
tured the hearts of bis auditors and 
held them spell bound. 


During the delivery of his discourse 


he walks, at intervals, up and down the 
stage and seems to ba perfectly at home 
In his speaking. 
When about tpo 


thirds through with his discourse he 
took a rest of a few minutes, during 
which the audience were entertained by 
a cornet solo, and then Master Stien- 
inger resumed and completed his lec- 
ture, pausing at intervals, orator like, 
to take a drink of water from a glass 
which was on the stand near him. 
His 


sermon was, of course, not original with 
himself. 
It was prepared by his father 


and consists of many of Talmage's 
utterances. 
The 
boy 
heard 
it 


read by his father, and his memory and 
powers of imitation are so great that one 
reading is sufficient for him to commit 
to memory any discourse that he has 
heard, which he can repeat verbatim 
just as it was delivered. He is certainly 
a wonderful child, and those who listen- 
ed to him last evening were charmed 
and interested with the Hoosier boy's 
oratory. 


During the time not occupied last 


evening by Master Steininger the audi- 
ence were entertained by Miss Long, 
with singing, and Professor Todd on the 
cornet. 


THE SENTINEL reporter was intro- 


duced to the embryonic Webster after 
the close of the evening's entertain 
ment, and found him a pleasant little 
gentleman to talk with, although, in his 
conversation, he evinces none of that 
learning which stamps the thoughts 
that he utters when delivering one of 
his lectures. Ho is, however, a bright 
child and replys with more tbau ordin- 
ary 
intelligence,

of 


his years, 
to 
the questions that 


are propounded to him. 
He was ao 


companied on his trip to this city by 
his parents, both of whom are intelli- 
gent, pleasant and well-appearing peo- 
ple and who think a groat deal of their 
precocious child. 
Mr. Stieninger says 


that the boy will not bo allowed to 
overtax his powers. 
He only allows 


him to deliver one lecture a week, al- 
thongh he could have engagements 
every night if he desired to accept them. 
He left for bis home at Rochester, Ind,, 
to day and his next lecture will be de- 
livered at Indianapolis on Tuesday 
evening of next week. 


A POPULAR SPORT. 


Indoor Base Ball ft* It Will Be In- 


troduced In Tht» city—The 


Game. 


lodoor base ball is becoming popular 


all over tho country, and at last this 
city is to be affected with the contagion. 
Winter base ball was invented by Geo. 
W. Haucock an 3 Augustus J. White, of 
tho Farragnt Boat club, of Chicago, 
in the year 1887, and has become a 
favorite amusement in the east. The 
game can ba played in any form which 
allows the necessary space for bases. 
It 
is 
played with a large, 
soft 


ball, 
and 
a 
bat 
which resem- 


bles 
a 
billiard 
cue, 
being 


two feet and nine inches long and one 
end a quarter inches in diameter. 
Tbe 


four bases are one and a quarter feet 
square. The game will become popular 
unto a craze in this city, and Manager 
William Meyer is foremost in the honor 
of introducing it. Mr. Meyer to-day re- 
ceived a description of the game, its 
implements and the rules that govern it. 
There are nineteen rules in the game, as 
follows. 


1—The pitcher's box shall be six feet 


long by three feet wide, and twenty-two 
feet from home base. 2—The bases 
shall ba twenty-seven feet apart. 3— 
Eight or nine men may play on a side. 
4—Only shoes with rubber soles can be 
used, 5—Only straight arm pitching 
will bo allowed. 6—A batted ball in- 
side of foul line is fair. 7—A batted 
ball inside of foul line shall ba foul. 8 
—Third strike caught is out. 9—A foul 
tip or fly caught is out. 10—Four un- 
fairly pitched balls gives striker first 
baee. 11—A pitched ball striking the 
batter is a dead ball, but does not 
give base, 12—A base-ranner must not 
leave his base when the ball is in the 
pitcher's hand. 
13—A runner must 


not leave his base on a ball not struck, 
until it has reached or passed the 
catcher. 14—A batted ball caught in 
rebounding from a wall is not out. 15 
—In over-running first base the runner 
may turn back either way. 16—If a 
batter purposely kicks a ball he has 
batted he is out. 17—If » ball re- 
bounds and strikes the batter he io not 
out. 
18—The game shall be judged by 


two umpires. The first will stand in 
the center field and give judgments on 
tho second and third bases, The other 
shall be behind the catcher and judge all 
points of the game, 
The two will 


change places at the end of every 
inmog. 
They must not be members of 


•either club in the game. 
19—The um- 


pires shall be sole judges of the game.

HAKBisBuite, Pa., Nov. 12.— Senator 


Quay will resign from the national 
republican committee.
